THE GRAHAM TRAGEOY. 


The Developments Yesterday at 


the Coroner's Intiiiest. 


Bv Telegraph to THE SENTINEL. 


SPRINGFIELD, MO., F e b . 27.— A t t h e 
coroner's inquest yesterday, in the Gra- 
ham case, a thirieen-year-old son of the 
prisoner identified the clothing found 
With the body, as that of his mother. 
Strong evidence was adduced showing 
that Graham murdered his wife and then 
threw her body and clothing into the 
well in the old cave on the Molloy farm, 
and that he had intended burning the 
clothes, but was frightened away. The 
whole chain of evidence is dead against 
Graham, who has already committed 
himself to the guilt, in compslling his 
son to lie about the dead woman's 
whereabout». The story runs that in the 
latter part of last September Giaham 
wrote to his wife at Fort Wayne, request- 
ing her to meet him with the children at 
St. Louis. 
He also sent money to pay 
h e r fare. 
M r s . Graham did as h e r e - 
quested, a n d h e r people, '^not learning 
anything of her whereabouts since then, 
b e g a n t o suspect foul play and m a d e a 
vigorous search t o find t h e naissing wo- 
man, w h o s e brother-in-law, LI. T . Breese, 
of Fort Wayne, came on here and caused 
Graham's arrest. The latter stoutly pro- 
tested his innocence, and stated that the 
last he saw of his former wife she was 
standing in the union depot in St. Louis 
when he and the two children boarded a 
'Frisco train and came to this city. Gra- 
ham and his second wife resided on the 
Molloy farm, where the body was found 
aud when he was told of the startling 
discovery he turned pale and looked 
down at the floor, protesting that he 
could not get justice here. 
The case 
has been worked up by Detective Davis, 
who has acted on the 
theory 
that 
Graham quietly brought his wife on 
here, and, taking her out to the farm, 
brutally murdered her; that h e had taken 
the clothing from her b o d y for t h e pur" 
pose of b u r n i n g it t o destroy t h e evi- 
dence of t h e crime, but, b e i n g near t h e 
roadside, h e became frightened a t t h e 
approach of some one, and threw the 
clothing down into the cave with the 
body. 


Hundreds of people visited the spot 
and much excitement exists both in town 
and country. 
Considerable 
talk of 
lynching having been heard among the 
people. Sheriff Donne 1 bas placed Gra- 
ham in the strongest steel cage in the 
jail and appointed extra deputies for the 
watch. 


The strong point against Graham is 
that he had an object in murdering his 
first wife, because immediately before 
her disappearance he had married Miss 
Cora Lee, a neice of Mrs. Emma Molloy, 
at Springfield, and laid himself liable to 
action for bigamy, on which charge he 
was late arrested andjheld in jail when the 
remains of his first wife were dis- 
covered. 
Mrs. Molloy has not been 
here since the arrest of Graham, and it 
is stated that she is lecturing in Peoria, 
III. It is predicted that further develop- 
ments will likely implicate others be- 
sides Graham in the brutal crime. 


Graham is a familiar 
figure 
here and 
is sharp. 
J u s t before or about t h e t i m e 
of h i s supposed crime, h e forged t w o or 
three notes at Springfield, b e c o m i n g em- 
barrassed from h i s newspaper venture 
with Mrs. Molloy in Kansas, having pub- 
lished the Morning and Day of Reform 
there. 


8TOBY OP TOTS MYSTERY. 


Mr. D. S. Gorham, who lives on Vul- 
can street, in Carondelet, is an uncle of 
Mrs. Graham, and from him a reporter 
of the St. Louis Republican 
obtained 
the following facta concerning the mar- 
riage and disappearance of his niece: In 
the year 1872 Sarah Gorham, my niec^, 
was married at her father's residence, near 
Fort Wayne, Ind., to a young man 
named George E. Graham. 
They lived 
together ontil Graham was sentenced to 
the penitentiary on the charge of steal- 
ing a horse. After this misfortaiie Mrs. 
OTdhazu brooghft soU for diToroe^ whioh 


she obtained. 
As soon as Graham was 
released from the penitentiary he made 
love to his divorced wife, secretly, and 
won back her love. 
In 1878 the couple 
were re-married, and lived together until 
about a year ago, when the lady left her 
husband at Washington, Kansas. 
Last 
fall the couple met in this city. Mrs. 
Graham wrote two letters from St. Louis 
to her friends in Fort Wayne, after which 
the correspondence suddenly 
ceased. 
Nothing more was heard of her, and no 
one was able to obtain the slighf est trace 
of her until the finding of her body in 
the cave. 
That it was her body no one 
doubts, 
although her face crumbled 
and fell into dust when touched. Be- 
sides Graham took his two boys, one 
nine and the other six years of age, to 
Brookline, Mo., and gave them to 
family. 
After 
separating from his 
wife the last time he went to Springfield, 
M o . , a n d married Miss C o r a L e e , a n 
a d o p t e d d a u g h t e r of Mrs. E m m a Molloy, 
the temperance lecturer. 
It was after 
this marriage that he first met his wife 
in this city and lived with her two weeks. 
It is strange that he took his two chil- 
dren from this city to Brookline with- 
out also taking with him his wife. No 
one has yet been found who can tell 
where the couple stopped when in St. 
Louis. 
None of their relatives appear 
to be able to throw any light whatever 
on the subject.

I hear the grinding of the iron bla les, and 
the bleaLing of the flocks, caught and held 
between the knees of the shearer, while the 
clipping goe-i on, amid the rustic laughter 
of the workmen. 


Nabal an l his wife Abigail preside over 
that homestead. David, the warrior, sends a 
de.epation for Nabal at this prosperous time 
of sueep faheat ing, ami Nabal roughly and 
peremptorily declines the request. 
Ravenge 
is t be cry 1 Yonder, over the rocks, come 
David and four hundred angry men, march- 
ing in double quick, and the loosened stones 
tumble fi oin the sides of the mountain as 
the warriors touch them with their swift 
feet, 
i he command is forward! forward! 
Abigail hastens to the foo^ of the craig to 
see if she ran save her husband and the sheep 
fold and h s vineyard 
She is all armed— 
not wiih sword, or spear, but with her own 
beauty and se f-sacnfi e. 
And as she kneels 
a t the base of the rocks David, the 
warrior, 
sees her, aud he cries to his storm of men, 
"Halt! halt! ' and the caverns echo it, haltl 
halt! 


Abisail is the conqueress. 
Que woman in 
the riglit, mightier than 400 men in the 
wrong. 
A hurricane stopped at the sight 
of a water lily. 
A dewdrop washing back 


Niagara. 


Abigiil saves her husband and .saves his 
sheep folds and saves his vineyards 
and 
saves her home. 
She lifts and leaves before 
all ages an illustrious specimen of what a 
wife can do if she be godly and prudent 
and vigilant and devoted to the interests of 
her husiiand. 


In this series of sermons on the Marriage 
Ring Sabbath before last I told ha^bands 
how they ought to treat their wives, and 
while I noticed t h a t 
some of 
the 
men 
squirmed a little in their pews, yet they 
took it })retty welL 


To-day I came to tell wives how they 
ought to treat their husbands. 
I suppose 
that your 
domestic 
alliance has been 
a 
happy one. and that, though you may have 
discovered in your husband frailties that 
you did not ex; ect to find, you Ixave also 
discovered excel ences that far outbalance 
his fradties. So that to-day, if I should look 
into the he irts of a hundred wives before 
me in this vast audience, and I should ask 
them where is the k ndest and the l>est man 
they Know of in li 1 i he world, and they dared 
speak ou', ninety-nine out of evt^ry hundred 
o f t h e m w o u ds.iy. "Right in the other end of 
this pew." Though you may sometimes snap 
each other up a little quick, I hope your 
alliance ! as i een as fortunate as that of the 
mai-ried couple of whom I have read. 
The 
hu.sban<i said to the wife: "'l have made up 
my mind to be -submissive to all misfortune 
that will come upon us." 
They had lost 
their chiidi en, he had lost his health, and 
with it the income from his profession; yet 
said the husband: ' We ought to be submis- 
sive, and I will tell you something to which 
we ought to be submissive. 
First of all, we 
have a happy home, and we can submit to 
that. 
Then we have food and raiment, and 
we must submit to that. Then we have each 
other, and we must submit to that. 
Then 
we have a good many friends, and we must 
submit to them. 
And, more than all, we 
have a kind 
Heavenly Father, who 
has 
promised to take care of us all our lives, and 
we shall have to submit to that.*' 
"Stop! 
StopT said the wife; "I will never again 
talk about submission to Ood." 


I hope you have married as much 
a 
Christian and weU-balamced num as that. 


But suppose you have been swindled In the 
conjugal bargain. 
You are worse off than 
this Abigail of my text. 
Her husband was 
cross, 
quarreling, 
ungrateful 
and 
im- 
bruted, so much tiuit on the very evening of 
the day in which she had made that splendid 
achievement by geniality and strategic be- 
havior, 
having captered 400 armed men— 
her husband was so drunk that she 
could 
not teli the story to him that night, but the 
Bible says she had to postpone it until the 
next morning. 


So I do not want any wife to say, as I 
proceed in this discourse, '*That is the way 
the wife ought to treat a - disagreeable hus- 
band." 
For this Abigail had, a t the oppo- 
site end of the table, a mean, snarl ish, con- 
tdmpiible sot. 
If she could treat so well 
such a dastard, how ought you, O wife, to 
treat the princely, 
splendid man who is 
walking the path of life beside you? 


First of all, I charge you, O wife, t h a t 
you realize that your husband is engaged in 
the severe and terrific battle of gaining a 
livelihood, whether it ise in comraerciai life 
or 
professional 
life, 
or 
a 
mechanical 
life or an agricultural life, he is, 
f r o m 
morning 
until 
night. 
In 
a 
Solferino, 
if not a Sedun. and I ironder that he has 
any nerve or suavity left. 
To get a living 
in this next to the last decade of the Nine- 
teenth 
century 
is a 
struggle indeed. 
If 
your husband come home to-night, prooccu. 
pied, excuse him. 
If he does not feel like 
going for a walk or to an 
entertainment, 
remember he has been out all day. 
You say 
he ought to leave all his vituperations at 
the store, Lhe shop, the factory or the bank- 
ing 
house, 
aud my 
reply 
is.

if 
a 
man 
' a 
I een 
duriu 
dav 


cheated 
b y 
a 
business 
partner, 
if 
he 
has 
been 
"jockeyed" 
out of a 
large 
bill of goods by a custconer. if he has had 
thrown on the table before him a protested 
note, if some one has called him a liar, if 
f r o m morning until night everything has 
gone wrong, he is a genius a t forgetfulness 
if he does not bring some of the trouble 
home. 
When you tell him that he ought to 
leave all his anxiety 
a t his place of busi- 
ness, you might as well tell a storm on the 
Atlantic ocean to stay out there, and not 
touch the coast or ripple the harbor. 


Remember, also, that his overwork is In 
the struggle for tbe homestead. 
It is the 
fact that th? success or defeat of his enter- 
prise will affect the home that so agitates 
him. 
Most men that I know, a f t e r 40 years 
of age, live not for themselves but for their 
families. 
I know it is customary to charge 
all this to avarice and greed, and all that; 
but 
I do 
not 
believe a 
word 
of 
i t 
The 
Tast 
majority 
of 
men 
I 
know, 
after 45 y e i r s 
of 
age, are 
toiling and 
toiling 
not 
for 
themselves, 
but 
for 
their 
families. 
Sometimes 
the 
anxiou3 
question will come to the mind: 
Oh, if I 
should fail, what would become of the folks 
a t hom ' ? 
Would the children get an educa^ 
tion? 
Would my wife have to go out in the 
world and e a r n bread for herself and the 
little ones? 
My eyesight is poor; 
supposa 
m y eye^ should entirely fail? 
My head 
someiimes gats dizzy; how if I should drop 
In apoplexy? 


I tell you that the high pressure of com- 
mercial and professional life, of agricultural 
life, of mechanical life, and all kinds of 
busine=;s life is the home pressure. 
A 
firm 
in England some time ago decreed that if 
any clerk in their employ got married on a 
salary of less than jBl.M) a year—that is $750 
—he should bo immediately di-charged, on 
the supposition 
that 
the 
temptation 
to 
misappropriation 
would 
be 
too 
severe. 
The 
vast 
majority 
of 
the 
families 
of 
Christendom 
are 
under 
the 
severest 
economy, and how to ba honest, and yet pay 
all one's family expenses, is the appalling 
question which puts ten thousand men in 
martyrdom. 
So, m y sister, if your husband 
comes 
home at night txhausted 
with all 
these business anxieties do not "nag" him 
about this or that, or tell h i m you might as 
well have no husband a t alL 
The fact is, he 
is dying by inches to keep up that home- 
stead.

much elaboration of the toilet was there be- 
fore marriage, and sometimes how

The most 
disgusting thing on earth is a woman slat- 
tern 
1 mean by that, a woman who does 
not comb her hair until she goes out, or looks 
like a f r i g h t until somebody calls. 
Home is 
to be made attractive. 
Costly apparel ia 
not nece-ssary, and great expense is not re- 
quired. O woman, if you do not, by all the in- 
genuity of refinement, make yourself attrac- 
tive to your husband, you ought not to com- 
plain if in other society he seeks the pleas- 
ant surroundings that you deny him 


I char;:;e you, also, my sister, that you do 
not talk of the frailties of your companion 
ouiside your home. H o w m a n y people there 
are who. m a sort of bantering way, discuss 
the imperfections or unhappy eccentricities 
of husband or wife. 
O, the world will find 
out the deficit in your companion's charac- 
ter soon enough, a n d don't you take the 
trouble to advertise it. 
Women who have 
made a mistake in the marital relation, it 
is always t>ettor to hide the imperfections. 
I know there are ca'=es where the wife can- 
not live with the husband, and whose cruel- 
ties and outrageous ways is the precursor of 
divorcement or separation. 
But until that

the market would not bri'ig but a f^w dol- 
lars. 
YeL as soon as we enter we feel the

The great a r t of getting

the

that 
every 
wife ought 
to 
study. 
A t 
the 
siege 
of 
Argus, 
Perhiirst

house by a woman. 
Abimelech was slain 
by a rock discharged at him from the tower 
of siege by a woman. 
Earl Monihorn was 
killed by a stone thrown from the wall at 
Tola by a woman. 
But no higher or might- 
ier of weapons are required than a cold and 
cheerless house arrangement to kill all the 
beauties in the domestic circle, and a wife 
and mother who, f r o m popularity, gives her 
whole time to social life, while her husband 
passes all the evenings away, the boy 
fifteen 
years of age did the same, the 
protiability 
was that the other children, as they got old 
enough, 
would take the same turn. 
The 
wife and the mother one day bethought her-

Higher Spheres. 


BROOKLYN. Feb. 31. —Among: the notices 
read by Mr. Beeeher this morning was the 
announcemeat of a lecture on Thursday 
evenin$5 by a brother minister upon "The 
Vandalisin of In^ersoUism." 


Those who recallel the memorable oc- 
casion -when Mr. B-echer cordially shook ! 
hands with Col. In^ersoll on the s ag» of | 
the crowd.-d Academy of Music and intro- j 
duced him as the greate.sr orator of his time i 
were not surprise 1 when th^ preacher paused i 
in an embarrassed way, afier reading thi? 
notice, a n l fiuilly said: 
"I suppose my 
friend will deal with this subject as well as 
anybody could; but right Christian living is 
the best answ.>r to all inflciolity. 
The burn- 
ing and shining light is the only argument 
you need ajxainst darkness." 


Mr. Be?cher based his sermon upon Ro- 
mans ii, 4, 5: 
'-De pisest thou the riches 
of His goodness and foi b?ara ice and long 
suffering; not knowing that 'he i^oodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance? 
But after 
thy hardness and impenitent heart treas- 
urest up iiuto thyself wrath against the d i y 
of wrath and revelation of the righteous 
jud^me it of Grod " 


He said: Tlie nniverse is threaded through 
and through with a system of laws adapted 
to every stag» of creation. 
We do not rid 
ourselve-- of natural laws by development. 
We walk more deeply into their sphere. 
Laws are not hindrance-! 
We are too apt 
to look upon tliem as liinitatious, whereas 
they are wing.s; they are enlargements; they 
are so many paths leading up from dull, 
dark and unorganized nature towards intel- 
ligent and victorious nature. 
They are 
helps. 
There is no fr.^edom 
like abso- 
lute s-.ibjecrtion to tho;e 
laws that are 
meant to lift us into a larger sphere. 
There is no bondage 
like disobe lience. 
The onlv real liberty is in law, k iown, ac- 
cepted and lhorou7;hlv olieyed. 
This makes 
men free. 
In regard to a multitu'le oi 
things the disobedience of law is not fol- 
lowed immeliately by any penalty that ii 
recognized, but the registration of it goes 
on neverth'dj-^s 
No law is ever violated 
without leavin.; behind it a poison. By 
pain we me in chiefly the suffering of the 
lower part of our nature 
Mental penalties 
seldom have pain connected with them. 


Physicians tell me that the dan xer of the 
complaint called Brights disease and similar 
troubles is that there are no nerves in the 
kidney as there are in other parts and 
organs, and that disease may therefore 
work its way a great distance along before 
people know it or feel it. 
Tliere are no 
nerves in a good deal of a man's brain, 
and 
a 
tuan 
may 
be 
accumulating 
violations and not perceive it at all, but by 
and by he wiiL 
As they are accu nulatin^ 
he does not. Falsehood; it does not ni ke 
any difference to a m m wh m he h:us first 
told it. It don't explode. 
There is no det- 
onation, no change of relationship. 
A man 
goes home and lies to his wife 
and he 
stands 
just 
about 
as ho always did. 
She 
believes in him, tru-ts him, and 
there 
has 
b3en no external 
violation 
or anything of the kind. 
A man goes 
prowling out at night and steals. 
Nobody 
saw him, nobody knows it but God and 
himself. 
Ah, he knows it himself! 
But 
still there is no reaction, no change at onco. 
Yet here is a violation of a moral law in 
either oa.sr>, and it is legistered. and by and 
by it will come ou'. 
The fact is, that 
as 
the whole creation is mada 
up of 
aium.s, 
mo!ecules, 
so 
human 
conduct 
internally is what we might call molecular 
sias or obediences, and & vast accuaiulation 
of them may take place, and may hang 
for a long time without their being per- 
ceived, until they begin to be inconvenient, 
nn'il they begin to obstruct and to interfere 
with o'lier rjirts of a man's nature. 


The mind is a kind of comtnonwealth, 
vriile and various. It may be fatally injured 
in certain directions, and yet may be healthy 
in other directions; but by and by, when 
one insurrection, one province disobeying 
the 
I'f aiio:h »r; one line of business, one 
lire of administration has been added to an- 
oth r. ther.' will be uproar, and linally the 
whole ooniaumwealth 
will 
be involved, 
thouiih it may take several generations be- 
töre that is brought out. And that is 
true in the mind and also in th ^ bo ly. In 
regard to multitudes of things, as 1 say, the 
registration goes oa, though the fruit of the 
violation of the law is not plucked yet, but 
it is there, and it will hang on the bougii a 
great while; but by and by the man must 
eat of the fruit of his own doings, and be 
tilled with his own devices. 


Again, tha effects of disobadience are, in a 
degree, cu r.ulative. 
One flake of snow does 
not make t hy least difference on the Alps, 
but one atop of another, night after night, 
by nnd by brings the thundering avalanche 
which tells what snow can do. And pen- 
alties may be like flakes of si:Ow or drops of 
rain. 
There are freshets and avalanches for 
pains and penalties. That is to say, consiant 
violations of law, unrep tired, unrepented, 
unrestoreJ, accumulate in men. 
Men don't 
know it. 
There is no mark, no registration, 
no p ace where statistics are cpllecLed. There 
is nothing a m m knows so little about as 
that which is going on in himself, measured 
by no standard. 
A man knows how far 
be has prof^iessed in mathematics, but he 
does not know bo-A- far he has pro- 
grossed in virtue. 
He knows 
whether 
he is mastering Greek or Latin, but he does 
not know whether he is mastering himself 
by evolution of conscience applie 1 to all af- 
fairs internal and external 
There is no 
explanation yet .that can give to raau an 
accurate map or chart of them.
